REMARKS 

The Examiner has indicated that a number of sequences did not include a SEQ. 
ID. NO. These were included in an amendment filed on May 25, 2004 and have numbers: 
SEQ. ID. NO: 70, SEQ ID NO: 52, SEQ. ID. NO: 76, SEQ ID NO: 77, SEQ. ID. NO: 78, 
SEQ. ID. NO: 17, SEQ ID NO: 18 and SEQ. ID. NO: 79, respectively. 

The Examiner has stated that the provisional application upon which the priority 
is claimed fails to provide adequate support under 32 U.S.C. §112 for claims 22 and 52- 
56. The claims have been amended to remove Sequence Identification Numbers 27 and 
28 from claim 22, thus claim 22 may claim priority fi-om provisional application 
60/421,067, however claims 52, 53, 55 and 56 claim priority to the present application. 

The Applicant is presently obtaining certified copies of the priority foreign 
Swedish applications and will provide them to the Patent Office just as soon as they are 
received. 

The Examiner has indicated that some of the trademarks have not been 
appropriately capitalized or accompanied by appropriate symbols. The Specification has 
been amended to obviate the Examiner's rejection. 

Claims 22 and 51-56 have been objected to due to a number of informalities. The 
claims have been amended to obviate the Examiner's objection. 

The disclosure has been objected to due to number of minor informalities, the 
specification has been amended to obviate the Examiner's objection. 

Claims 22 and 52-56 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C §112, second paragraph. 
The claims have been amended to obviate the Examiner's rejections. 
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Claims 22 and 51-56 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph as 
failing to comply with the enabling requirement. The claims have been amended to 
obviate the Examiner's rejections. 

Additionally, claims 52-56 recite that "the antibody comprises the variable 
heavy. . . and comprised the variable light region chain". These claims do not describe the 
full structure of an antibody but merely state that a region of the structure should be 
encoded by the sequence. Thus the Examiner's rejection should be withdrawn. 

Claims 22 and 52-56 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §101. The claims have 
been amended to obviate the Examiner's rejection. 

Claims 51 and 54 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
impatentable over Goldberg et al., WO 99/18986 in view of the article by Reff et al. 
(Critical Review of Oncology /Hematology). 

The Examiner's rejection is respectfully traversed. 

The claims as now amended are directed to a pharmaceutical composition 
comprising an isolated human antibody directed towards at least one oxidized fragment 
of apolipoprotein B for treatment of atherosclerosis by means of passive immunization. 
The antibody is present in combination with a pharmaceutical excipient. 

As indicated by the Examiner, Goldberg does not teach human anti- 
apolipoprotein B 100 antibody. It is well known by those skilled in the art that finding 
the appropriate antibody is not easily accomplished. Combining a reference that shows 
human antibodies with one that does not teach human anti-apolipoprotein B 100 
antibodies would take undue experimentation and even with the ejq)erimentation one 
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may never locate an appropriate composition thus, the Applicants' do not agree that 
claims 51 and 54 are obvious over Goldberg et al. in view of Reff et al. 

In view of the foregoing, it is believed that the amended claims and the claims 
dependent there from are in proper form. The Applicants respectfully contend that the 
teachings of Goldberg et al., WO 99/18986 in view of the article by Reff et al. (Critical 
Review of Oncology /Hematology) do not establish prima facie case of obviousness 
under the provisions of 35 USC §103(a). Thus, Claims 22 and 51-56 are considered to 
be patentably distinguishable over the prior art of record. 

The application is now considered to be in condition for allowance, and an early 
indication of same is earnestly solicited.
